which with its great natural advantages, 
is destined to become to Nevada what 
Denver is to Colorado, would derive in- 
calculable benefit from tho free coinage 
of silver. Tho unlimited water power 
of the Truckee would. b<j partly utilized 
in reducing ores, giving employment to 
a large number of persons and bringing 
people and trade to Rano from all points 
along the railroads which canter here, yet 
Reno, outside of Carson, which is de- 
pendent upon the Mint, the State Cap 
itol and the Penitentiary-rhtM developed 
more opposition to the effort to re mone- 
tize silver than any other town in the 
State. This should not be, and if the 
people are true to their beat interests it 
will not be.

My last bulletin gave forecasts of the 


storm waves to cross tbe eontinent from 
84th to 28th, and tbe next will reach the 
Pa'ifia Coast abont the 29th, cross the 
Western mountains by the close 4of the 
HOtb. tbe great central valleys from Octo- 
ber 81st to November 2nd, and the East- 
ern States abont November 3rd. 


This will be a severe storm, and at its 


greatest foroe while crossing tbe Mississip- 
pi valley. An electric storm will probably 
accompany this disturbance, causing many 
difficulties in tbe telegraph service. This 
electric storm will probably be at its great- 
est foree about November 4tb or 5th. 


Tbe cool wave will oross the Western 


mountains about November 1st, the great 
central valleys abont tbe 3rd, and tbe East- 
ern States abpqMheSth.
